Will Jay-Z and Kanye 
West’s “Watch the Throne” 
change hip-hop music for- 
ever? The answer is no. 
Does it still live up to the 
hype? Of course it does. 


The album is kind of 
_ over-the-top, from the 
metallic-gold album cover 
to the album title, which 
under any other circum- 
stance would remind me 
of a toilet. However, after 
listening to the album, the 
extravagance makes sense. 
Whether we like it or not, 
these two are the kings of 
their genre right now. 


Kanye started out mak- 
ing beats for Jay-Z, and 
then became an outspoken 
and controversial superstar. 
Jay-Z was a controversial su- 
perstar, but has now settled 
down with Beyonce and 
become Kanye’s wise older 
mentor. The clash between 
the spastic misunderstood 
young man and his wise 
elder makes for one of the 
most interesting and enter- 
taining hip-hop albums in 
years. 


The album is not as 
groundbreaking as some 
people say it is. Kanye and 
Jay-Z spend most of the al- 
bum fanning each others’ 
egos. There are lyrics about 


their wealth, their fame, 
their women and the usual 
bragging points. 


What makes the al- 
bum different is the per- 
fect blending of each art- 
ists’ strengths and talents. 
Songs like “That’s My B*tch” 
have an old-school classic 
feel, like something from A 
Tribe Called Quest, which 
is perfect for Jay-Z’s stories 
of trials and triumphs. The 
Kanye-heavy songs, like 
‘Who Gon Stop Me” and 
“Otis,” showcase Ye’s skills 
as the master of sampling. 


There are only a few 
guest stars on the album, 
but their appearances are 
memorable. Frank Ocean 
of the hip-hop group Odd 
Future makes two appear- 
ances on “No Church in the 
Wild” and “Made in Amer- 
ica,’ both of which have 
some of the catchiest cho- 
ruses on the album. 


Jay-Z’s main squeeze, 
Beyonce, makes a radio- 
ready appearance on “Lift 
Off,” in which she sings lyr- 
ics like “How many people 
you know can take it this 
far?” These lyrics apply 
to Kanye and Jay, but also 
to Beyonce, who holds a 
throne of her own over the 
pop music kingdom.

There are a few in- 
stances in which the duo 
break from their ego-trip 
and focus on some deeper 
topics. “Made in America” 
features lyrics about how 
far black people have come 
in America, and “Murder to 
Excellence” laments black 
on black crimes. 


There are a few times 
during the album in which 
Kanye reverts back to his 
“808s and Heartbreaks” era 
and thinks that he can sing, 
but these parts are thank- 
fully brief. 


The album ends with 
‘Why | Love You,” heavily 
sampling “I Love You So” by 
the French group Cassius. It 
is a fittingly epic ending to 
the album, and it is proba- 
bly the most even back-and- 
forth between the two stars 
out of all 12 songs.

Kanye West, but even with 
his insane antics and pub- 
lic meltdowns, he is one of 
the most talented artists in 
the game. He is even better 
when he has a master like 
Jay-Z to restrain some of his 
craziness.

Grammy-winning hip-hop artist Evidence from Dilated Peoples opens 
up to DIG on his latest performance in his hometown of Los Angeles. 


Growing up, the term “family” is associ- 
ated with the people eating dinner aside us 
at the kitchen table. They’re our parents, vi- 
ciously yelling at us to be in bed at an unrea- 
sonable early time; the sisters who “borrow” 
our clothes; the brothers who nag us on a 
constant basis for undeserved attention. 

For Michael Perretta, more famously 
known as Evidence from the hip-hop group 
Dilated Peoples, family is his group of friends, 
who prove the phrase “blood is thicker than 
water” to not always be true. 

“1 have a lot of family that don’t act like it 
and | have a lot more friends that show more 
love than family. It’s all in your actions and 
the willingness to accept people for better or 
worse and who they are,” said Evidence. 

Late last month, Evidence vocalized his no- 
tion of family in his songs, from his upcoming 
solo album “Cats & Dogs,” on the picturesque 
stage of the Greek Theatre, for the appropri- 
ately-titled “Family Vacation Tour.” 

Enclosed in one of Los Angeles’ historical 

community spots, Griffith Park, the Greek 
Theatre brought together beat makers DJ 
Babu, Blueprint and Blueprint. Head lining 
the tour is the well-known indie rap group 
Atmosphere. 
“It’s my second time playing at the Greek The- 
atre, so to do it with Atmosphere now and to 
have built up a support group in Los Angeles 
of people is amazing,” said Evidence. 

Evidence sits in his studio on a warm mid- 
summer Monday afternoon as he gears up 
for the tour alongside Dilated Peoples’ mem- 
ber DJ Babu. 

“Vm scratching my head on the set list right 
now. It’s the only thing I’m questioning,” said 
Evidence during a phone interview weeks be- 
fore the show. “It’s a testament of which song 
is most important,” he continued. 

Strong emotions and conscious thoughts 
flowed through Evidence’s mind as the antici- 
pation steadily grew before performing in his 
hometown of Los Angeles. It’s the same city 
where he roamed around as a kid; the setting 
for a majority of his life; and a constant in- 
spiration for the underground raps he is most 
known for. 

“The imagery of L.A. is what I picture when 
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| write and make music. The beach plays 
a tremendous role in my life, it always 
has. Things like the marine layer, waiting 
‘till 2 or 3 p.m. for the sun to come out. 
That’s what it’s about,” described Evi- 
dence in a thoroughly passionate tone. 

As he spoke about taking stage, Evi- 
dence openly admitted to experiencing 
both feelings of joy and fear, and every- 
thing in between. 

“It’s boundary pushing to be playing 
in Los Angeles and, when that happens, 
it’s natural to be antsy about it when you 
overly replay it in your mind. |’m really 
excited about it though,” he continued. 
Fans saw Evidence with his Dilated Peo- 
ples’ partner, DJ Babu, for their opening 
set together. 

“There will be a lot of interaction be- 
tween Babu and | and we always pride 


Weatherman LP.” 

“| definitely think | improved my rap- 
ping abilities in the last couple of years,” 
he said. “My flow has gotten better and 
| pay attention to patterns more, now, 
because it helps listeners to enjoy them- 
selves.” 

Not only has Evidence grown into his 
rapping style, but also the content of his 
verses are explicitly more open for listen- 
ers to understand and relate to. 

“The ‘Weatherman LP’ and ‘Cats and 
Dogs’ are both pretty similar in approach. 
“2010 was a hard year for me personally 
and it was hard to make a decision how 
much to disclose and how much to open 
up with people,” explained Evidence. It’s 
all relevant to my life and about the abil- 
ity to close a book and say ‘this is what 
was happening’ and then putting it down 
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Dilated. He’s cutting it up live, so to have 
him part of the set is a huge highlight. 
Him and | will be the purest section of 
the show,” revealed Evidence about the 
show. 

“The Family Vacation Tour” is Evi- 
dence’s first road escapade since signing 
with the Minneapolis-based label Rhyme- 
sayers Entertainment. Formerly signed 
on Capitol Records with Dilated Peoples, 
Evidence has temporarily branched 
out of the three-member group in the 
pursuit of his own musical realm. Most 
notably, back in 2004, Evidence won a 
Grammy award for his co-production on 
Kanye West’s “College Dropout” album. 

“AS a solo artist, to build something 
new you have to put down the ego you 
built up over the years and deflate a little 
bit to build up a new brand,” described 
Evidence. “I’m definitely hungry with a 
purpose and I’m comfortable with the 
lane I’m driving in.” 

Evidence’s latest album, “Cats & 
Dogs,” is his second solo project set to 
be release in stores Sept. 27— a solid 
four years after his first solo album, “The

and saying ‘next. 

Evidence may be currently preoccu- 
pied with the Family Vacation Tour as 
well as the upcoming release of his new 
album, but future plans to reunite Dilat- 
ed Peoples’ are set in stone. The group 
already plans to drop an album next year 
entitled “Directors of Photography.” 

“| love everything we’ve done- both 
solo and as a group. We're three people 
who are down for each other. It’s not 
about money or getting with each oth- 
er’s girlfriends. We love each other on a 
creative mission,” said Evidence. 

As families in the city of Los Angeles 
ventured off into Griffith Park for mem- 
ory-making moments, hip-hop artist Evi- 
dence did the very same with his musical 
family of fellow Rhymesayer’s artists. 

“(Rap group) Atmosphere has build 
up something amazing with the same 
approach that Dilated did, and I’m build- 
ing up something new and they’re let- 
ting me get a shot with their people. So 
try to catch me at this performance, it 
will mean a lot to see people | know im- 
mersed in the crowd,” said Evidence.

Adapting to a new city, miles and miles away from home, can be hard at times. With the big move to college, we leave everything we once 
knew in our hometowns to move on to a new area with little guidance. For those new to Long Beach this fall, or have yet to explore it in their 
time here, we know what it’s like to question where to go, what to do and where to hang out. Sure, everyone knows about the Aquarium of 
the Pacific, the Convention Center and Roscoe’s Chicken & Waffles. But the real gems of this city are those not listed on tourist maps, or even 
visible to the average passerby for that matter. It just so happens that the best spots in this diverse city are the word-of-mouth, local favorites 
that exhibit the true essence of the city in their subtle ways. Listed below are a few places to check out that will make your time here worth- 
while and help Long Beach feel more and more like home with each visit. 


Signal Hill 


Atop the mega-sized community of Long Beach 
sits a hill that overlooks the surrounding cities. The 
spectacular horizon view this hill offers includes the 
neighborhood cities of San Pedro, Torrance and Los 
Angeles. Drive, walk or hike up to the top of Signal 
Hillin the early morning hours for a spectacular sun- 
rise or the afternoon hours for a memorable sunset 
filled with warm colors that will please the eyes. 


LB Bike Path 


For those who use exercise as a stress-reliever, brace 
yourselves. Long Beach offers a 17-food wide ce- 
ment bike path, roughly three miles in length. Stroll 
down this path on your bike and catch a glimpse of 
the city along Ocean Blvd. and into the downtown [a -— 
area near the Pike. Included on this adventure is a soy 
stunning view of the harbors, sure to impress those 

who have yet to see the real Long Beach. 
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MUP’s Grill and Patio 


What does Shaquelle O'Neil, George Foreman, Michael Jordan, Tiger Woods and Mike 
Tyson all have in common? Besides being some of the most notable MVP’s in sports history, 
they all share a delicious menu item named after them at MVP’s Grill & Patio. This well- 
known Long Beach eatery brings a feeling of hospitality to each bite as the family business 
is run out of their charming home off of Fourth Street. Each item on the menu represents 
originality in flavors ranging from pesto-sauced sandwiches to pineapple-infested burgers 
topped with their mouth-watering Cajunoaise dressing. No one can leave this burger joint 
without a basket of their tasty Cajun seasoned fries either, cheaply priced at just $1.50 for a 
half-order that is nothing short of “half” at all. Expect to leave this old-fashioned food stand 
with a satisfied stomach feeling like it’s very own MVP.

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GiPiazza El Dorado Park 
Sized at 388 acres, El Dorado Park is conveniently located within walking distance from campus 
and offers a large array of amenities for students. This beautiful regional park includes a fully 
loaded cement park, complete with bowls and novice, and an advanced street section. There 
are roughly four miles of cement bike trails and two stocked fishing ponds. If you're into disk 
golf, there is a challenging eighteen-hole course complete with chain baskets. Other simple 
pleasures offered here are picnic areas, a nature center, and an archery range. 


A great place to check out local bands 
and grab a tasty slice of pizza is diPiaz- 
za, located at 5205 E Pacific Coast Hwy. 
This eccentric Italian restaurant is cre- 
atively decorated and offers a fun and 
safe environment for people of all ages 
who want rock out, eat and get away 
from campus. Check out their web site 
for a calendar of upcoming shows anda Deli News 
| look at their menu. 


Deli News is a family-owned restaurant that pro- 
duces cheap and delicious authentic Italian food, 
but make note - it’s cash only. It may sound like a 
mob family operation, but even so, who cares? 


As college students, we'll take affordable food 
wherever we can get it, and a medium one-topping 
pizza for only $5 keeps our stomachs and wallets 
full in the best way possible. Not only is the pizza a 
hit, but also the pasta, sandwiches and cookies are 
equally delicious. Colorful murals, depicting Italian 
scenes, adorn the walls and the personable own- 
ers create a lively atmosphere that attracts large 
crowds, among them many CSULB students. 


Located on Stearns Street and Bellflower Boulevard, 


the restaurant is open Monday through Friday from 
10 a.m. to 9 p.m. 


Sushi Studio 


Sushi Studio is not your traditional Japanese restaurant with bonsai trees and relaxing 
background music. Instead, this Thai-Japanese fusion restaurant, located on PCH and Xi- 
meno Ave., is another CSULB student favorite because of its loud and fun atmosphere. The 
employees are very friendly, and no one will get mad at you for spilling some beer while 
taking a sake bomb. Bar seats tend to be the most entertaining seats in the house because 
you can watch the chefs make delicious sushi rolls like “Sunrise on Second Street” or “Las 
Vegas.” The menus resemble classic comic books and are about as thick as a novel but 
perhaps the best part of this place is their unbeatable specials. Happy hour is everyday 
from 3 to 6 p.m., with select specialty rolls for $6 and draft beers for $2. The restaurant 
is open Monday through Thursday from 11:30 a.m. to 9:30 p.m., Friday through Saturday 
from 11:30 a.m. to 10 p.m., and Sunday from 5 to 9 p.m. Parking can be tough to find, but 
you are likely to forget all about that once you have a taste of your first roll.

Horny Corner, located on the cusp of Bayshore Beach on Second Street, is known, not only for its distinctive shape and name, but 
also for its reputation of being one of Long Beach's most notorious party spots. On an average day, any passersby will notice the 
backdrop of beautiful waterfront houses and the occasional swimmer or kayaker.

Outside seating, on lively Main Street, is avail- 
able for customers who feel like eating their 
burritos or subs closer to nature or under some 
soul-warming sunshine.

mixed in with Nick’s burritos is a sure way to 
cure that hangover in no time and get you back 
on your feet to enjoy the rest of the day. 

Even though the interior is modest and un- 
derstated, Nick’s Deli has plenty of character 
because of its original style and simple charm. 
What the deli lacks in décor, it makes up for 
with quality food and the always-friendly cus- 
tomer service. 

Overall, Seal Beach is a great place to free your 
mind and body of the previous night’s festivi- 
ties with its small-town-feel and, not to men- 
tion, beautiful beach setting.
